A party spokesman outlined
the principles upon which the
party was founded. It favors,
he said, “an annual balanced
budget, retirement of the na-
tional debt, and repeal of the
Federal Income-tax.”

“The party advocates the
application of laws equally,
against monopolies whether of
business, labor or other groups,
insuring the right to work to
all people. It opposes compul-
sory union membership, It
urges elemination of govern-
ment, ownership or opération

he Constitution, and repeal of
the Federal Reserve Act.”
